Daniel King«tone, first year Mc- 
Gill studetit, last night defeated 
Mike Harding, a Dawson freshmaa, 
to win the Bovey Shield for fi-esh- 
man public-speaking and broaU 
Dawson's three-year hold on (he 
trophy. Both contestants upheld the 
negative side of the resolution 
"that, the affiliation of non-com-> 
munist groups with any commun- 
ist-dominated group Is contrary to 
the principles of democracy." 
"The world U divided by two 
ideologies — the coifTmunlstlc .iiiri 
the democratic! One of the prin- 
ciples of democracy is freedom, 
tiierefore affiliation with com 
muhlst-dominated groups is not 
contrary to the principles of de- 
mocracy," Kingstone said in hU 
opening' remarks. He said thai 
since there was some restriction to 
the passage of western' ideals in 
communist countries,' the. only way 
to' Influence, them or to get to 
know them was by affiliation. 

"In my opinion the statement de- 
feats itself," said Mike Harding, the 
runner-up. He went back to th> 
original meaning of the word, 
communism, and showed' that Karl 
Marx was working for a democra- 
tic state and thus affiliation witn 
communist groups was not contra- 
ry to the principles of democracy.

IRG Reviews Aspects 
Of German Problem

The rebirth of nationalism was 
discussed by Rosa Gaulticri, econ- 
omic recovery by Alec Hamburger, 
the Bonn government by Bill Har- 
ris, and the position of Germany 
in Western defense plans by Emile 
Colais. ' 

Miss Gualticri brought up the 
subject of Germany's growing na- 
tionalist feeling and the arising 
dIsadvanUges to the powers of 
Western ' Europe, Germany has 
played^ fn Important part ■ both 
politically and eiionomlcally In tho 
life of Western Europe, but twice 
within twenty-five years national- 
ism has. reached the point of. being 
a religion, ani the: German state 
has become aggresalve. Iii wnrfarp. 

Europe, said Miss Gunltleri, is 
essentially a group of nationalist 
state^ and national governments 
are ofteft corrupt or Inefficient In 
their fdmirîlstration. If war is to 
be eliminated, then a substitute 
must be found as a method of re- 
moving unsatisfactory governmcnU. 
The U.N.O. Is a step In this direc- 
tion, but an international court 
seems to be the best solution. No 
miracle of sudden brotherhood can

Germany - is one of Eur- 
ope's largest exporters and its ex- 
ports are largely to other nations 
of Europe rather than overseas, 
which is benlficlal to European 
trade. 

To the question of whether West- 
ern Germany could, be integrated 
Into the economic system of Wcst- 
Icrn Europe. Hamburger replied 
that he felt that the present setup 
in Germany with all the money in 
the hands of a few large concerns, 
and the nation divided Into several 
disunited sectors, would make this 
Impossible. ' ' ' ' 

fn his report.* Harris stated thai 
the Bonn Gnvcrnmenf which had 
been set up In Germany would -fee 
considered as a rule of occupa- 
tional power by the German people. 
The German government had been 
left the power of legislation in in- 
ternal affairs, but the Jiigh Com- 
mission of (he;Alli^Nàtionr kept 
for itself the''^rcon"troI^*'^orelgn 
affairs, political 'and economic af- 
fairs, and matters of disarmament, 
radio, and the press. ,.

QUAINT TALK AND THE REAL 
VALUE OF THE PADLOCK LAW

,Ever since "Father" Duffy gave his quaint 
tftllc to the student body lust week The Daily 
has bc(;n plagued by a lasli of 'ctnotiuiial letters 
wliiult admirably reflected the spirit of Don 
Quixute. Also under the influence of the "Hcv- 
dicnd Father" a noisy group of studepls has been 
advo.'fitint; the repeal of the so-called "I'adlock 
Law." 

Th'j aiuiitblc uliiv.ilry of the miiguidcd hero of 
Cerviiiite< novel has provided cutcrtainnient and 
plcnsiue lor many generations of readers. The 
csscucu of the humor of Don Quixote is the 
knight's preoccupation with the fancied wrongs 
fiurrounding him, and his attempts to fashion a 
disordered worlrl acconling to his own concejjts. 

If hp were alive today he would be taken in 
hand by a psychiatrist and the process would be 
reversed. The distorted mind would be adjust- 
ed to meet the realities of actual society. 

Thf activities of the McOill disciples of Don 
Quixote are considerably less amusing than were 
those of their model. Just now they arc 'active- 
ly dangerous because they are suggesting the cx- 
istcncs of imaginary wrongs which are not quite 
as easily denied as the phantoms experienced by 
â madman. . .: 

'; I. am- licV'o particularly 
BUggesteff-Tbp'eal of the Padlock Law. Using^' 
propajffncfa technique which seems to have b5cf7- 
liftcd straight from "1984", certain students.' 
hnvp (Icliheratoly misinterpreted the aims.of-this 
law' Ly suggesting that it constitutes, a menace- 
to freedom of speech. There arc angry cries of 



"persecution, fascism, anti-scinltism", every 
time the law is enforced. ' ' 

If seems quite incongruoufc to have to explain 
to university students the most elementary 
principles of law-making and to elaborate on 
the presumably well understood premiss that 
laws arc made for the protection of society. 

I really find it hard to believe that any indi- 
viduals would be £0 naive as deliberately to at- 
tempt «to eliminate the basic safeguards of their 
own freedom. If human nature were complete- 
ly g(Mid there would be no need for prisons or 
for legislation of any kind 

"I'm! her" Duffy and his followers admit that 
the world is "divided into two hostile camps." 
They cinphasiïc the danger of an imminent gen- 
eral wai-. Then, promptly, they suggest acts 
whici} would make this war inevitable namely 
(he dtstiiiction of our protcclion against the 
avowed Communist aim to enslave flic nations 
of tliP world. 

Now, while Don Quixote was attacking wind 
mills and sheep he could have spent his time 
usefully by fighting genuine existing evils. In 
the game way, surely, all men of good will should 
devote their energies to the présentation of 'the 
Canadian way of iifc"j^ which is now threatened 
l:y an evil far more horrible and insidioiis than 
concerned, with. Jjiç^'azi pliilcsophy.

Arctic initilute. Professor Hare was 
addrieuing ' the mcctinz on the re- 
sult of his ihvestigaliçns in the 
Hudson'ji Bay and James' Bay areas 
during the past three years. 
1; In 1946 Professor Hare was sent 
,on a clim'atbloglcal' survey of the 
;Eastern- Arctic by the Govcrnniciil 
:of Canada.' While studying charts 
of the district he became interested 
in - the fact that- there appeared to 
no temperature rise , over the 
during the V. winter 'months. 
^ Since according to" legend 'the Bay 
was- unfrozen during this time the 
large expanse of open water should 
l^avt caused the temperature to rise 
considerably as compared with that 
over the )and areas. 
. For the same reason there should 
have been a large quantity of cloud 
over the water area. Up Jo that 
llme,,he had as.'sumcd that popular 
belief was correct in assuming that 
the Bay was unfrozen, lliese facts 
however caused him - to start in- 
vestigating. "It is hard to believe," 
'said Professor Hare, "that even the 
ioc^l Inhabitants had no Idea that 
the Bay was frozen during" the 
.winter mohths!" He went* on to ex- 
plain that lead ice — ice that forms 
juat off-shore' — ^ stopped a few 
miles from the coast-line. From 
'that point Arctic smblce — steam 
rising .off the warm water due to 
the cold air . above it — obscured 
jhe view and they assumed that 
iio ice. existed. 

w Prof. Hare (hen illustrated these 
>poInti -with tome slides of graphs 
'^-iinii pictures taken of the area. The 
grapl^ iihowed that over large areas 
of open water temperatures con- 
siderably higher than the average 
were observed but that over the 
Hudson Bay area which was sup- 
posed to be open. water no such 
effect was noticed. He then com 
pared the water currents and Uem^ 



peratures of the Bay to those 
the Bay of Japan. 

Those were in many respects 
similar. Over, the Japanese shore o( 
this bay considerable precipitation 
was noticed during the period of 
the. Northern Monsoon. This could 
amount to as much as 10 'feet , of 
sno\y. Meteorologically this should 
be apparent on the shores of the 
Hudson Bay if the old legend were 
corrept. 

However, according to observa- 
tions this was not the case as very 
little precipitation fell pn the east- 
ern shore of the Bay during the 
comparable months in the Canadian 
climate. 

Flights across the Bay confirmed 
Professor Hare's suspicions and ho 
then showed photographs of the 
area taken on these fllghls. Al- 
though there were some brealcs in 
the ice there was|âeitiniie proof of 
solid pack ice right across the area. 
Since that time there have been 
many regutariflights. over the Bay 
to check tliaWlic^'condlllons ob- 
served at the time of tlicïl«l fliRht 
were not out of the ordinary. Man> 
McGill graduates In gcolncy were 
taken on these flights and had 
many interesting experiences-to tell 
to the meeting. 

I'he McGill Franklin Society was 
formed In 1947 by Dr. Max Dunbar 
who Is at present the faculty re- 
presentative for the club. "I felt 
that the University needed a centre 
for those students interested in ex- 
ploration specifically of the Arctic 
areas but including other areas as 
weir said Dr. Dunbar to The Dally 
last night. It acts, he continued, as 
an employment bureau 'for those 
students who are seriously consid- 
ering exploration as a means of 
summer employmetit. 

Dr. Dunbar hopes to get a Mc- 
Gill exploration party to the Arciit- 
in the near future if sufficient 
funds can be raised. Last year 
there was an expedition up the 
coast of Labrador by the "Merry 
Gale" which was started at McGill
